Their ignorance and superstition were 
worked upon by tho ino»t remarkable 
means, nnd official publications tiuglit 
them to believe that the foreijrner** who 
Tvere in Tientsin were there to kidnap wo- 
men and children, with the design oi kill- 
ing them and con verting their bodies into 
drugs.

who were abroad, for two days before any 
blood waa bhed, and the Governor not only 
did not restrain or didperiie, but he even 
permitted his soldiers to encuuuig-e and 
aid it. It was not unt il the riot was three 
days' oltl that the French Consul wai 
killed in the Governor's palate .tud the 
wholesale slaughter begun.
